GEORGE the FIFTH, by the Grace of God of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland and of the British Dominions beyond the 
Seas, KING, Defender of the Faith, Emperor of Incia. . 


To all to whom these presents shall come or whom the same may in any 


wise concern,—GREETING: 


A Proclamation of conditional amnesty respecting men belonging to 
Class 1 under the Military Service Act, 1917, who have disobeyed our 
Pro@lamation.of 13th October, 1917, or their orders to report for duty, 
or are deserters or absent without leave from the Canadian Expedi- 


tionary Force. 


E. L. NEWCOMBE, ) WHEREAS consider- 


Minister of Justice, 
Deputy Minister of Justice, f able numbers of men 


belonging to Class I under our Military Ser- 
vice Act, 1917, called out on active service in 
our Canadian Expeditionary Force for the 
defence of Canada under Our Proclamation 
of 13th October, 1917, although they have thus 


become by law soldiers enlisted in the Military 


ervice of Canada, 


Have failed to report for duty as lawfully 
required of them under the said Military Ser- 
vice Act and the regulations thereunder, in- 
cluding the Order in Council duly passed on 
April 20 last, 

Or have deserted, 

Or absented themselves without 
from our Canadian Expeditionary Force,

And it is represented that the very serious 
and unfortunate situation in which these men 
find themselves is due in many cases to the 
fact that, notwithstanding the information and 
warning contained in Our Proclamation afore- 
said, they have misunderstood their duty or 
obligation, or have been misled by the advice 
of ill-disposed, disloyal or seditious persons. 


AND WHEREAS we desire, if possible, to 
avoid the infliction of the heavy penalties which 
the law imposes for the offences of which these 
soldiers have thus been guilty, and to afford 

+1] them an opportunity within a limited time to 
report and make their services available in Our 
Canadian Expeditionary Force as is by law 
their bounden duty, and as is necessary for the 
defence of Our Dominion of Canada. 


NOW KNOW YE that we in the exercise 
of Our powers, and of Our good will and 
pleasure in that behalf, do hereby proclaim and 
declare and cause to be published and made 
known THAT THE PENALTIES OF THE 
LAW WILL NOT BE IMPOSED OR 
EXACTED as against the men who belong 
to Class 1 under Our Military Service Act, 
1917, and who have disobeyed Our Proclam* 
ation aforesaid ; or who have received notice 
from any of Our registrars or deputy registrars 
to report for duty on a day now past and have 
failed so to report ; or who, having reported 
and obtained leave of absence, have failed to 
report at the expiry of their leave, or have 
become deserters from Our Expeditionary 
Force, PROVIDED THEY REPORT FOR 
DUTY ON OR BEFORE THE TWENTY 
FOURTH DAY OF AUGUST 1918.

competent tribunals: and also that those who 
employ, harbour, conceal or assist such men 
will be held strictly accountable as offenders 
and subject to the pains, penalties and forfei- 
tures in that behalf by law provided for their 
said offence. 

Provided however that nothing contained 
in this Our Proclamation is intended to release 
the men aforesaid from their obligation to 
report for duty as soon as possible or to grant 
them immunity from arrest or detention in the 
meantime for the purpose of compelling them 
to perform their military duty; Our intention 
being merely to forego or remit the penalties 
heretofore incurred for failure to report, 


* absence without leave or desertion incurred by 


those men of the description aforesaid who 
shall be in the proper discharge of their military 
duties on or before the said twenty-fourth day 
of August, 1918. 


Of all of which Our loving subjects and all 
others whom these presents may concern are 
hereby required to take notice and govern 
themselves accordingly.

THE RED CROSS DRIVE 


With the continued drive on our 
western front in Europe, it is only to 
be expected that the demands on 
Red Cross funds shall increase very 
rapidly, and this avcounts for the in- 
creasing Red Cross activity all over 
Canada this year. 

It will be remembered that last 
spring the local Red Cross workers 
made a canvass of the district and 
gave definite assurance to contribu- 
tors that this would be the only ap- 
peal of its kind during the year. So 
you will naturally wonder why an- 
other appeal comes at this time. The 
explanation is this At the time the 
canvass was made we had before us 
no definite objective, but started out 
to raise all we could. Since that time 
Canada has decided to assume re- 
sponsibility for $10,000,000 this year, 
and Alberta has accepted the respon- 
sibility for raising $250,000 cash to 
forward to headquarters besides $400- 
000 to be “spent in ‘materials to be 
raised in sewing of local branches. Of 
this amount $8,000 has been assigned 
to the Claresholm constituency and 
it,has been found that though the re- 
sponse to the former appeal was on 
the whole very generous, yet we are 
considerably short of the amount re- 
quired. 

At a meeting composed of repres- 
entitives from Claresholm and Gran- 
um held in the council chambers on 
Tuesday evening, Aug. 13, it was de- 
cided to begin at once to make a sys- 
tematic survey of the whole constitu- 
ency and cover all the ground not al- 
ready canvassed, the work to be com- 
pleted and all reports in by Sept. 10. 
A division of territory was made be- 
teen Granum and Claresholm socie- 
ties, and committees formed to do the 
work. 

The plan is to solicit from every 
man and woman not already a con- 
tributor. Those who have already 
given will not be pressed to do so 
again, but if in view of increasing 
needs anyone is disopsed to enlarge 
his subscription, the committee will 
gratefully receive it, and we are con- 
fident that many will feel so inclined. 

We know that our people will raise 
the full amount, and doubtless over, 
subscribe it. “Since Claresholm and 
Granum are in such a favored 
crop area this year and so many 
other parts of the province will prob- 
ably not be able to meet their appor- 
tionment. The claims of the Canadian 
Red Cross need not be urged upon you 
It supplies the needs of our boys in 
hospitals and convalasent homes 
and contributes large sums of money 
to the English and French Red Cross 
societies, as many of our men must 
be taken care of in- English and 
French hospitals. Last year the 
Canadian Red Cross spent $600,000 in 
supplies for Canadian Prisoners of 
War in Germany and it is well known 
that the enemy wounded are tenderly 
cared for in our hospitals. This is 
one part of our war activities about 
which there can be no question and 
with which all are agreed to help. 
In the meantime the women will sew 
and knit as faithfully as ever.

The following cable has been trans- 
mitted to Canada from the Food Con- 
trollers’ Conference in London; 

“Resolved that while the increased 
production of the United States and 
Canada rendered it possible to relax 
some Df the restrictions which have 
borne with peculiar hardships upon 
all our people, yet it is absolutely nec- 
essary that rigid economy and elim- 
ination of waste in the consumption 
and handling of all food stuffs, as well 
as increaséd production, should be 
maintained throughout the European 
Allied countries and in North Ameri- 
ca; that it is only by such economy 
and elimination of waste that the 
transportation of the necessary men 
and supplies from North America to 
the European front can be accomplish- 
ed, and stocks of food stuffs can be 
built up in N. A. as an insurance aga- 
inst the ever present danger of harv- 
est failure and the possible necessity 
for larvre emergency drafts to Europe; 
and further, that we cannot admini- 
ster the food problem on the basis of 
one year’s war and that we must pre- 
pare for its long continuance if we are 
to assure absoluely victory.”

Increased food pro- 
duction and conservation are still vit- 
al to the successful prosecution of the 
war, as the ebdve resolution, passed 
at the Food Controllers’ Conference 
and cabled to the Canada Food Board 
at Ottawa, emphatically states.

FARMERS SHOULD HAVE PROPER 
HOUSINGS FOR TENANTS 


Even before the war began the 
shortage of farm labor was serious. 
It has been accentuated by the with- 
drawal of thousands of young men by 
enlistment, while at the same time we 
are confronted by the necessity of 
maximum food production as a war 
measure. Farmers have been far too 
slow to realize the relation between 
proper housing conditions on the farm 
and a stable and contented labor sup- 
ply. In the other great industries this 
relationship is being more and more 
recognized. Employers in every line 
have come to see the necessity of 
proper housing for their workmen. 
Our Government has _ appropriated 
millions to provide proper 1 
quarters for workmen in the wain- 
dustries. Great Britain has gone 
much further in this direction than 
our own country, and has given great 
attention to the artistic, esthetic and 
recreational features of the homes 
provided for workmen, realizing that 
attractive surroundings go far to cre- 
ate contentment and foster efficiency. 
Whether employed on farms or in the 
industries men must have a chance to 
live, not merely to exist. As Walt 
Mason tersely put it: “laborers are 
human guys” and they have in some 
degree at least the same wants and 
aspirations as their employers, 

The housing accommodations pro- 
vided for laborers on inany, if not the 
majority, of farms are not such as to 
conduce to contented workers and 
long tenure of employment. Farmers 
will find it a paying investment to 
build neat, attractive tenant cottages 
for their farm heip, where they can 
have the comforts and conveniences 
that make for contentment and higher 
standards of living. This advice is 
especially pertinent now as the supply 
of young single -men_ available for 
farm labor has been greatly reduced 
by the inroads of the draft. If the war 
continues long, farmers will have to 
depend more and more on laborers 
beyond the draft age, who, as a rule, 
are married and must have homes for 
their families to live in. The @ver- 
tising columns of the big city dailies 
carry increasing numbers of calls for 
married men with farming experience, 
to work on farms. In every large city 
there are large numbers of married 
men raised on farms who would glad- 
ly accept rural employment if pro- 
vided comfortable and attractive cot- 
tages with gardens and opportunity to 
keep a cow, chickens and, perhaps, a 
pig or two. The time is here when 
every farmer should have a good ten- 
ant house or cotage. If farms gener- 
ally were so equipped there would be 
far less complaint adout the floating 
labor. Young men would marry and 
settle down to steady work on a farm 
until they had enough saved up to 
start paying on a farm of their own, 
instead of jumping from place to place 
and the poorer the living accommoda- 
tion the more frequent the jumps,

Former Turkish Metropolis

“The Turk has been dissipated on 
all three fronts during the past year. 
Meanwhile peace has reigned in the 


Ycity of Bagdad, and the amenities of 


life have been multiplying for 
army and for the civil population, 

“Bagdad was dead, to all appear- 
ances, when the British army enter- 
ed on March 11 last year. Now __it 
is a bustling hive of humanif®. 
Thousands Of workmen pass through 
the streets early and late, The main 
street is paved and lighted. There 
is a constant stream of traffic, and 
the sleepiest old women who haunt 
the streets have became adept at 
dodging the American motor cars 
which rush through the strects. 

“A police force and a fire depart- 
ment have been organized. The old- 
fashioned oil lamps in the streets 
have been” replaced by eletcric 
lights. The water supply has been 
improved and extended. Mosques 
have been repaired, roads have been 
paved, and schools, including a 
training school for native teachers, 
have been opened. 

“The streets are now well watered 
in dry weather, and sanitary officials 
have penetrated the most hidden cor- 
ners of the city. The municipal gov- 
¢erument has been made self-support- 
ing. Two bridges have been- thrown 
across the Tigris river. These are 
some of the changes which have 
come quietly and unnoticed.”

Paper Horseshoes 


Parchment Paper Cut Out and Built 
to a Suitable Thickness 


A European inventor proposes to 
make a paper horseshoe that for 
general purposes, shall be the equal 
of the steel horseshoe, in the follow- 
ing way: Parchment paper is cut out 
in thickness by the use of a mixture 
of turpentine, Spanish white shellac 
and linseed oil treated with litharge, 
and the whole is placed under the 
hydraulic press. This produces very 
light and uniform pieces, and it is 
an easy matter to stamp out the nail 
holes and grooves. Instead of nailing 
to the horse’s hoof, they can be ap- 
plied with an adhesive composition 
whose principal part is a solution of 
rubber in bisuphide of carbon. Paper 
paste could also be moulded into the 
shape of a horseshoe by use of the 
press, but the result is not as good 
as with the above. In actual use it 
has been found that the shoe does 
not hold well on the ground, its sur- 
face being too even.

In calculating 
overhead charges to determine the 
price of coal dealers are required to 
exercise moderation in the amount 
they include as their own salaries.

The London Daily Mail in a re- 
cent issue says: 

“The fuel-saving problem is 60 
Urgent that the government should, 
Without further delay, take _the ob- 
vious step of extending the Daylight 
Saving act by having the clock 
put forward another hour until the 
jend of August. Simultancously street 
lighting everywhere ought to be 
{stopped during the summer. 

“When we all put our clocks an 
hour forward a few wecks ago none 
of use realized if the next day. None 
of us would be inconvenienced by 
this further change; it would be even 
less troublesome than the monthly 
change of lighting-up and _ blind- 
drawing time; and, indeed, a monthly 
adjustment of daylight saving hours 
would have much to recommend it. 

“Another hour of daylight saving 
would mean that in the vast major- 
ity of homes no artificial light would 
be needed in the summer months. 
Here would be an immense _ saving 
of fuel. There would be still more 
evening daylight for the garden or 
jallotment, and food production would 
ibe greatly increased. 

“The farmers, who might be ham- 
ipered in their hay and corn hatvest 
|by the dews, could start work an 
\hour later. In purely agricultural dis- 
jtricts it would involve no _— great 
scheming for the village post office, 
inn, and shops to adopt their hours 
to local needs.
